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FIFTY-FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital: 

In  presenting  this,  the  fifty-first  Annual  Eeport  of 
St.  Luke's  Hospital,  I  feel  that  you  will  share  with  me 
a  feeling  of  satisfaction  in  the  results  of  the  year. 
There  is  little  to  be  said  in  regard  to  either  the  work 
or  the  financial  outcome,  save  that  from  all  points  of 
view,  it  will  compare  favorably  with  any  year  in  the 
past. 

For  several  years  past,  I  have  predicted  that  no  fur- 
ther increase  in  either  work  done  or  earned  income 
was  possible  but  each  year  up  to  the  present  has  shown 
some  advance.  It  would  appear  now,  however,  that 
aside  from  work  done  in  special  departments,  we  can 
go  no  further  with  the  available  space. 

We  feel  the  limitations  of  space  more  and  more  as 
time  goes  by.  The  Smith  Memorial  does  not  afford 
nearly  as  many  rooms  as  could  be  profitably  used  and 
there  is  continuous  and  insistent  demand  for  more 
moderate  priced  private  or  semi-private  rooms.  The 
open  ward  space  is  utterly  inadequate  and  the  chari- 
table ends  of  the  Institution  are  in  some  degree  de- 
feated in  that  we  do  not  nearly  meet  the  needs  in  the 
way  of  beds  for  free  patients.  No  efforts  are  made  to 
secure  paying  patients  for  the  open  wards  and  when 
we  are  obliged  to  choose  between  free  and  pay  pa- 
tients, the  free  patient  is  given  a  preference.  In  so  far 
as  we  can  avoid  it,  we  do  not  admit  persons  who  are 
able  to  pay,  on  the  free  list.  In  the  case  of  children, 
the  lines  are  not  drawn  as  closely  as  with  adults  and 
they  are  given  the  benefit  of  doubt  where  we  have  no 
definite  information. 
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The  accommodations  for  nurses  are  not  nearly  suf- 
ficient to  meet  the  necessities  of  the  School  and  that 
portion  of  the  Saranac  apartment  building  used  for 
dormitories  is  not  at  all  suited  to  the  purpose. 

The  space  for  employes  will  not  care  for  more  than 
about  one-eighth  of  our  force.  To  sum  up  the  whole 
matter,  more  room  is  urgently  needed  in  nearly  every 
department  and  the  only  remedy  is  a  new  building. 

I  realize  that  this  is  an  old  story  but  under  present 
conditions,  further  growth  is  impossible  and  it  seems 
a  condition  to  be  regretted  that  an  Institution  of  the 
magnitude  and  vigor  of  this  should  be  brought  to  a 
standstill.  The  record  of  the  Hospital  is  one  of  which 
we  may  well  be  proud  but  more  and  more  is  being  de- 
manded of  hospitals  every  year  and  with  a  hospital 
conducted  as  St.  Luke's  has  been  during  the  past  dec- 
ade, with  nearly  all  of  its  current  expenses  being  met 
from  earnings,  it  is  imperative  that  it  shall  afford 
facilities  equal  to  the  best  for  scientific  treatment.  If 
we  fall  behind,  we  will  inevitably  see  our  paying  work 
leave  us  for  other  places  which  offer  better  opportuni- 
ties for  the  physician  and  surgeon.  While  it  may  be 
possible  for  the  Institution  to  meet  its  operating 
charges  with  relatively  little  assistance,  it  is  quite  out 
of  the  question  for  it  to  accumulate  a  fund  from  cur- 
rent income  for  the  erection  of  a  new  building. 

The  Training  School  for  Nurses  deserves  mention 
but  there  have  been  but  few  marked  changes. 

The  Laboratory  continues  along  the  same  lines,  do- 
ing both  clinical  and  research  work  and  is  gradually 
making  a  name  for  itself  in  the  world  of  medical  re- 
search. 

The  X-Ray  Laboratory  has  been  in  successful  opera- 
tion for  about  a  year  and  is  now  one  of  the  most  active 
departments  of  the  Institution. 

As  in  past  years  it  is  my  very  pleasant  duty  to  ex- 
tend to  the  Woman's  Board  and  its  Committees  the 
thanks  of  the  Institution  for  their  continued  efficient 
and  substantial  aid. 
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I  desire  to  give  expression  to  my  keen  appreciation 
of  the  interest  shown  by  all  connected  with  the  Hos- 
pital, and  especially  for  the  efficient  services  rendered 
by  our  Superintendent  and  by  the  Officers,  and  all  per- 
sons employed  under  their  direction. 

Reference  is  made  to  the  various  Reports  wmich  fol- 
low as  to  details  of  the  work  of  the  Hospital.

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SUPEEINTEKDENT'S  REPORT. 

I  beg  to  submit  herewith  my  report  for  the  year 
ending  September  30,  1913. 

The  financial  position  of  the  Institution  remains 
satisfactory  as  is  shown  by  the  auditor's  report.  The 
mortgage  indebtedness  on  the  Indiana  Avenue  prop- 
erty, amounting  to  ten  thousand  dollars  has  been  paid, 
leaving  no  encumbrance  save  that  on  the  "George 
Smith  Memorial." 

As  might  be  expected,  there  has  been  no  increase  in 
the  number  of  patient  days  but  the  number  of  persons 
treated  increased  from  6831  in  1912  to  7480  in  1913. 
The  changed  ratio  of  persons  treated  to  patient  days 
indicates  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  days  each  pa- 
tient remains  in  the  Hospital. 

The  ratio  of  free  and  pay  patients  remains  about  the 
same  as  last  year.  Of  the  patients  treated,  thirty- two 
per  cent  or  2345  were  free.  Of  the  patient  days  31987 
or  thirty-three  per  cent  were  free.  This  segregation 
does  not  take  into  account  the  considerable  number  of 
persons  admitted  as  pay  patients  but  were  unable  to 
keep  up  their  payments,  nor  are  accident  ward  pa- 
tients included.  During  the  winter  months,  the  de- 
mands for  space  in  the  open  wards  are  far  in  excess 
of  our  capacity  and  we  are  obliged  to  reject  many  who 
need  hospital  care.  The  maternity  ward  especially  is 
crowded. 

In  the  George  Smith  Memorial,  we  find  a  growing 
demand  for  rooms  which  is  very  often  in  excess  of  our 
capacity.  We  are  often  times  embarrassed  by  our 
inability  to  supply  the  kind  of  a  room  desired  and 
frequently  are  unable  to  offer  a  room  of  any  kind.  It 
is  needless  to  add  that  this  is  the  source  of  a  great 
deal  of  dissatisfaction. 
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During  the  past  year,  we  have  gone  carefully  over 
all  buildings  and  have  expended  a  very  considerable 
sum  in  putting  both  buildings  and  equipment  into  the 
best  possible  condition. 

The  X-Ray  work  of  the  Hospital  during  the  last 
year  has  been  notable  and  has  attracted  a  great  deal 
of  attention.  We  have  under  consideration,  additions 
to  the  equipment  in  order  that  we  may  do  therapeutic 
work  under  the  best  conditions. 

The  Hospital  in  common  with  other  institutions, 
suffers  from  high  prices  for  all  food  products  and  is 
confronted  with  increased  expenses  all  along  the  line. 

The  statistical  figures  and  department  reports  which 
follow  will  furnish  details  of  the  work.

To    the    Board    of    Trustees,    St.    Luke's    Hospital, 
Chicago: 

Gentlemen  : — My  work  as  Chaplain  has  been  prose- 
cuted during  the  past  year  much  the  same  as  in  former 
years.  Having  no  other  charge  at  present,  I  am  able 
to  devote  practically  my  entire  attention  to  the  spir- 
itual work  of  the  Hospital. 

Being  now  on  my  fifteenth  year  and  having  done 
considerable  follow-up  work  during  the  years  of  my 
incumbency,  my  Hospital  family  has  grown  to  be  quite 
large  and  well  scattered.  To  keep  up  the  work  re- 
quires the  expenditure  of  much  time  in  correspondence 
and  travel  about  the  city.  It  is  confined  to  no  one 
class  of  people.  The  results  are  not  such  as  will  ap- 
pear in  statistics  and  reports  but  in  the  more  import- 
ant matters  of  influence  on  character  and  in  the  solu- 
tion of  the  morally  vital  questions  of  life. 

Wise  provision  for  discharged  convalescents,  not 
able  to  provide  for  themselves,  for  unfortunate  moth- 
ers and  helpless  infants,  is  at  times,  a  heavy  charge 
upon  my  heart  and  mind. 

My  daily  routine  includes  chapel  service  at  seven 
a.  m.,  correspondence,  visits  to  patients  and  evening 
bedside  services  in  some  of  the  wards. 

I  have  administered  the  Holy  Communion  in  private 
to  forty-nine  persons,  baptized  seven  infants  and  offi- 
ciated at  five  marriages  and  four  burials  during  the 
year. 
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We  are  under  great  obligations  to  many  friends  of 
the  hospital  for  books  and  periodicals  contributed  to 
our  library ;  to  those  who  assist  in  making  our  Christ- 
mas such  a  delightful  feature  and  to  one  special  friend 
who  provides  music  for  the  ward  patients  one  after- 
noon each  week. 

In  this  connection  permit  me  to  add  a  personal  note 
of  praise  for  the  splendid  work  being  done  by  our  most 
capable  kindergarten  teacher  and  to  congratulate  those 
who  have  a  part  in  its  support.

1.  A  donation  of  $10,000  endows  a  private  room  in  perpetuity, 
and  the  endower  shall  have  the  privilege  of  naming  the  room. 

2.  A  donation-  of  $5,000  endows  a  bed  in  an  open  ward  in  per- 
petuity. 

3.  A  donation  of  $300  supports  a  bed  in  an  open  ward  for  one 
year. 

4.  A  donation  of  $3,000  endows  a  bed  in  an  open  ward  during 
the  life-time  of  the  donor. 

5.  Any  room  not  endowed  may  be  granted  by  the  Trustees  to  the 
endower  of  a  bed  during  his  life-time,  and  he  may,  during  that 
period,  enjoy  all  the  privileges  accruing  in  perpetuity  from  the  en- 
dowment of  the  room,  in  addition  to  the  perpetual  privileges  accruing 
from  the  endowment  of  a  "bed.  An  additional  endowment  of  $5,000, 
at  any  time,  shall  endow  said  room  in  perpetuity. 

6.  Any  room,  not  endowed  and  not  granted  as  provided  in  Sec- 
tion 4,  may  be  granted  by  the  Trustees,  to  the  supporter  of  a  bed, 
and  he  may,  during  the  year  in  which  he  supports  the  bed,  enjoy  the 
privileges  accruing  in  perpetuity  from  the  endowment  of  a  room, 
subject  to  termination   at  the   close  of  any  year. 

7.  No  ward,  or  other  division  of  the  Hospital,  shall  be  named 
without  action  of  the  Trustees. 

Note. — -The  endowment  of  a  bed  entitles  the  endower  to  nominate 
one  patient  at  a  time  to  an  open  ward  bed  free  of  charge  at  any 
time  when  there  is  such  a  bed  vacant,  and,  if  all  the  beds  are  filled, 
to  the  preference  over  other  applicants  when  a  bed  becomes  vacant. 

If  an  endower  desires  any  service  from  the  Hospital  in  excess  of 
that  furnished  the  open  wards,  a  bill  will  be  rendered  at  current 
rates,  and  the  current  ward  charge,  which  is  at  present  $10.00  per 
week,  will  be  credited  to  the  endower  on  the  bill. 

The  endower  of  a  bed  in  perpetuity  has  the  right  to  name  a  suc- 
cessor, which  right  to  name  a  successor  shall  belong  to  each  successor. 
If  an  endower  or  his  successor  fails  to  name  a  successor  it  will  be 
deemed  to  lodge  the  right  in  the  Trustees  of  the  Hospital,  who  will 
thereafter  exercise  the  right  of  nomination  to  the  endowed  bed.

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Free  and  Part  Pay  Patients 

The  Hospital  cares  for  an  average  of  about  one  hundred  wholly 
free  patients  and  will,  when  there  are  vacant  beds  in  the  open 
wards,  receive  patients  whose  means  are  limited  for  any  sum  which 
they  may  be  able  to  pay,  and  those  without  means  as  free  pa- 
tients, provided  they  are  admissible  under  the  rule  governing  the 
admission  of  patients. 

Applications  of  the  admission  of  patients,  who  are  unable  to  apply 
in  person,  must  be  made  prior  to  sending  them,  and  should  be  made 
between  the  hours  of  nine  a.  m.  and  five  p.  m.  All  promises  of 
admission  are  made  subject  to  the  result  of  an  examination,  as  to 
admissibility,  on  their  arrival  at  the  Hospital. 

Persons  making  application  on  behalf  of  others  should  be  able  to 
furnish  concise  information  on  the  following  points: 

The  nature  of  the  disease  or  injury. 

The  duration  of  the  disease  or  the  date  of  the  injury. 

Present  condition  of  the  patient. 

What  treatment  if  any  has  been  received? 

Is  the  patient  able  to  pay  the  full  rate,  or  pay  in  part,  or  is  he 
or  she  a  proper  subject  for  admission  as  a  free  patient? 

Patients  will  in  the  usual  course  be  received  only  between  the 
hours  of  nine  a.  m.  and  five  p.  m.,  but  emergency  cases  will  be 
received  at  any  hour. 


EXTRACT  FROM  THE  RULES 

''The  Hospital  is  for  the  treatment  of  acute,  curable,  non-con- 
tagious diseases  and  injuries.  The  following  are  inadmissible:  Suf- 
ferers from  contagious,  dangerously  infectious,  or  incurable  diseases, 
cancers  of  an  incurable  and  offensive  nature,  drug  habits,  delirium 
tremens,  insanity,  venereal  diseases,  phthisis  and  persons  whose 
presence  in  the  wards  would  be  prejudicial  to  the  welfare  of  the 
other  patients." 

"Patients  who  refuse  to  accept  the  treatment  prescribed  by  the 
Medical  Staff,  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the  reasonable  instructions 
of  the  physicians  or  nurses,  or  who  wilfully  violate  the  rules  of  the 
Hospital  will  be  discharged."

The  private  rooms  of  the  Hospital  are  maintained  for  the  benefit 
of  thOse  who  desire  ■  superior  accommodations  and  are  able  to  pay 
the  Hospital  charges  in  full. 

The  reputable  and  otherwise  acceptable  physicians  of  the  city  are 
invited  to  treat  their  patients  in  the  private  rooms.  They  will  have 
at  their  disposal  all  the  facilities  of  the  institution. 

RATES: 

Eooms  (2  and  3  beds),  $14  to  $20  each  bed  per  week.  Single 
rooms  $20  and  upward  per  week.  Special  Nurse,  undergraduate, 
$15  per  week.     Special  Nurse,  graduate,  $25  per  week. 

A  charge  of  $10  is  made  for  use  of  delivery  room  for  Obstetric 
cases. 

Eates  are  the  same  whether  the  patient  be  a  child  or  an  adult. 

The*  rates  named  include  room,  board,  ordinary  medicines  and 
dressings,  the  services  of  the  nurse  of  the  ward,  and  of  the  House 
Staff.     All  fractions  of  a  day  with  be  charged  for  as  a  day. 

An  extra  charge  will  be  made  for  examinations  made  in  the 
Pathological  Laboratory  and  X-Kay  Laboratory,  for  the  use  of  the 
operating  room,  for  the  services  of  special  nurses  when  they  are 
required,  either  by  order-  of  the  Attending  Physician  or  Surgeon,  or 
to  meet  the  demands  of  the  patient,  and  for  all  extraordinary 
articles  of  diet,  wines,  medicines,  apparatus,  dressings,  etc. 

Friends  of  patients  will  be  accommodated  with  room  and  board 
(the  regular  bill  of  fare  only)  when  conditions  will  permit.  The 
rate  for  any  room  will  be  the  same  as  though  occupied  by  a  patient. 

Personal  clothing  will  not  be  furnished  patients,  nor  will  patients' 
clothing  be  laundered. 

The  Hospital  will  not  be  responsible  for  money  or  valuables  unless 
they  are  deposited  in  the  office  for  safe  keeping. 

Visitors  will  be  admitted  between  the  hours  of  10  a.  m.  and  9  p.  m., 
unless  their  presence  is  deemed  prejudicial  to  the  welfare  of  the 
patient. 

Complaints  should  be  made  directly  to  the  Superintendent. 

All  bills  are  payable  strictly  in  advance. 

...Open  Wards... 

The    maximum   rate    is    $10    per    week.      Patients    are    admitted    at 
reduced  rates  or  free  when  circumstances  warrant  it. 
AS   TO   FEES: 

Pay  patients  should  make  their  own  arrangements  as  to  fees  with 
the  members  of  the  Medical  Board  by  whom  they  are  treated. 

"No  member  of  the  Attending  Staff  will  make  any  charge  for 
professional  services  for  attendance  upon  any  patient  who  does  not 
pay  in  full  the  Hospital  charge  for  board,  room  and  nursing;  where 
the  patient  is  nominated  by  the  endower  of  a  bed  or  room,  but  is 
nevertheless  able  to  pay  for  the  services  of  the  physician  or  surgeon 
in  charge,  physicians'  or  surgeons'  fees  may  be  charged,  if  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Hospital  authorities  it  is  thought  just  and  proper.
